London, Aug. 25.—The Labuaan 


conespondent of the Reuter Tele- 
gram cables that reliable news re- 
ceived theie direct irom Manila, says 
that an indescribable state of an- 
aichy prevails. 
The Americans, ac- 


cording to these advices, occupy a 
radius oi fifteen miles there; around 
the town of Illio they occupy a radius 
of nine miles, and around Cebu they 
occupy a Eiuall radius. 
The rest of 


the country, it is added, is in the 
hands of the Filipinos. 


The correspondent also says it is 


reported the Filipinos have murder- 
ed the craw of the steamer Saturnus. 


The steamer Saturnus, of the Cam- 


pania Maritima, coasting under the 
Ameiican flag, was beached under 
the insurgent trenches at San Fer- 
nando and burned August 2. 


WILL MAKE A PROTEST. 


Washington, Aug. 25.—The navy 


department has received a protest 
from W. F. Sylvester, of London, one 
of the owners of the ship Abbey, 
seized by Admiral Dewey on the 
charge of carryiAg arms to the Fili- 
pinos. He states that he is about to 
come to Washington to contest this 
seizure on the ground that the Fili- 
pinos were the allies of the United 
States at the time these arms were 
shipped. At the same time the state 
department, through Consul General 
Goodnow at Shanghai, has prosecuted 
an inquiry into the shipment of the 
arms, and a report is now before the 
department. Based on the report the 
state department is preparing a let- 
ter to the navy department which 
will be the ground for further pro- 
ceedings. The owners of the Abbey 
have counsel here to look after their 
interests and he has filed a number 
of papers at the state and navy de- 
partments, and called today to sub- 
mit documents in the case. 


The ramifications of the Abbey 


seizure are engaging the attention of 
the state and navy departments and 
promise to have some interesting 
sequeft. It is said at the state de- 
partment that the action taken an 
to Consul Below, our representative 
at Canton, is because he certified that 
Mr. Sylvester was an American citi- 
zen and on this the Abbey secured 
registry.

Rennes, France, Aug. 25.—The 


opening of the filth session of the 
third week of the second trial by 
court maitial of Captain Alfred Drey- 
fus, of the aitillery, charged with 
treason, occurred at 6:35 a. m. today 
without any extraordinary incident. 


The cleik of the court read a medi- 


cal certificate signed by two doctors 
whose names were unknown to the 
audience, declaring it was impossible 
for Colonel Du Paty de Clam to leave 
his bed, come to Reunes and testify. 


Maitre Laboii, leading counsel for 


the defense, asked tl*e president of 
the couit, Colonel Jouaust, to instruct 
two well-known medical men to ex- 
amine Du Paty de Clam, but Colonel 
Jouaust refused. 


ESTERHAZY'S CONFESSION. 


Rowland Strong, an English news- 


paper man, was then called jo the 
witness bar and deposed to the fact 
that Major Count Esterhazy confess- 
ed to him that he wrote the famous 
boidereau. The next witness was M. 
Gobert, an expert of the Bank of 
France, who can claim the honor of 
being the first man in France to have 
declaied in favor of Dreyfus. 


He reported, on examining the 


documents in the case, that Ester- 
hazy, and not Dreyfus, wrote the 
bordereau. 


The witness opened his deposition 


with a brief, personal statement, pro- 
testing against being characterized 
as a "double expert" by the military 
party. 


SYMPATHY FOR PRISONER. 
"But," he added, in tones of pro- 


found pity, and turning towards 
Dreyius, ''I have no right to com- 
plain and am silent when I see be- 
fore me the unfortunate man who 
sits there." 


A murmur of approval from the 


audience greeted these words of sym- 
pathy. 


M. Gobert then repeated the evi- 


dence he had given before the court 
of cassation. He gave his testimony 
in a clear, convincing manner and 
was most emphatic in attributing the 
bordereau to Esterhazy. 


Answering questions of the judges, 


M. Gobert declared his conviction 
that the bordereau was written in a 
running natural hand and said there 
was no tracing or other trickery. 


General Gonse asked to be confront- 


ed with M. Gobert and put a number 
of questions, over one or two of which 
the witness stumbled to the infinite 
satisfaction of the military witness- 
es, who smiled and exchanged joyful 
glances. 


M. BERTILLON'S SHOW. 


M. Bertillon, the noted anthropo- 


metist, was called as the next wit- 
ness. 
He wore a dark blue frock 


coat and carried a high hat in his 
hand. 


M. Bertillon requested permission 


to bring in his diagrams and papers. 


The request was granted and M. 


Bertillon retired for a moment, re- 
turning at the head of a squad com- 
posed of an infantry sergeant and 
four privates, all staggering under 
the weight of immense 
leather 


satchels, bulging with documents, 
charts, etc.. which they deposited on 
the stage as a roar of laughter echoed 
throughout the court. Even judges 
were unable to suppress a smile as 
they gazed on M. Bertillon's stage 


able to comprehend M. Bertillon's 
theories, had left the court room. 


Even ''La Dame Blanche" abandon- 


ed her post. 


In the meanwhile M. Bertillon, 


with gestures and in the shrill, 
pitched voice of a quack at a country 
fair, continued his monologue, pro- 
ducing every minute some fresh pa- 
per covered with wonderful heiro- 
glyphics, copies, of which he present- 
ed to the judges, who, with an ex- 
pression of owl-like wisdom, care- 
fully examined them. Their heads 
clustered together, their eyes gazing 
on the long, wide strips of paper 
while M. Bertillon leaned over their 
table, trying to explain his mystify- 
ing diagrams, which were afterwards 
passed to MM. Labori and Demange, 
who, however, apparently did not de- 
rive much profit from their perusal. 


Dreyfus gazed at the scene with a 


a look of stupefication. 


A PLAIN STATEMENT. 


The cleanest utterance of M. Ber- 


tillon during the course of his dem- 
onstration was that the handwriting 
of the bordereau "obeys a geometri- 
cal rhythm of which I discovered 
the equation in the prisoner's blot- 
ting pad." 


The witness finally announced that 


he would give a practical demonstra- 
tion of the writing of the bordereau, 
according to his system. Then ho 
theatrically cleared the desk attached 
to the witness bar, drew his chair 
nearer, deposited his high hat on the 
floor, and, sitting down, began copy- 
ing the bordereau. The audience 
watched him, bent over the desk, 
busily drawing letteis, the judges 
gazing at him, until at the end of 
ten minutes the people and 
the 


judges became restlessly impatient 
and Colonel Jouaust remarked that 
it was not necessary to copy the 
whole bordereau and that a few lines 
would suffice. 


A few minutes later M. Bertilon 


rose, strode to the judges' table and 
laid before them his copy. 


The judges, counsel, the govern- 


ment commissary, Major Carriere, 
and the clerk of the court clustered 
around in one group, eager to see the 
result. 


M. BERTILLON'S FAILURE. 


The audience watched this strange 


spectacle 
until 
Colonel 
Jouaust, 


shrugged his shoulders, and then 
the spectators knew that M. Bertil- 
lon had failed to satisfy them. 


M. Bertillon noticed this and said 


apologetically: 


"I was too badly placed." 
Maitre Deinange, of counsel for the 


defense, returned to counsel's table 
and in response to a look of inquiry 
from Dreyfus whispered a few words 
to the prisoner, with a shrug of his 
shoulders and a smile on his face.

Mr. Garrison spoke in part as fol-

A year ago when in tbe interest 


of peace we met upon this spot, the 
war with Spain was in full blast. 
Then, in the national eye, a Spaniard 
was the type of treachery and oppres- 
sion and the sorrows of the suffering 
Cubans filled our hearth. 


"What space a twelve months cov- 


ers! The Spaniard is no longer a' 
monster, but respected as a brave 
and gallant foe. The Cubans, then 
patriots and statesmen, now, in the 
opinion of military experts and poli- 
ticians, are people incapable of gov- 
erning themselves. A war with the 
device of freedom and chivalric on its 
banners has developed in a conflct 
for conquest and baseness. 


"At the Hague the conclave of the 


great powers was each eagerly en« 
gaged in plundering schemes of Itt 
own. 
Is it strange that the interna- 


tional conference failed? 


"It is not the armed savagery of 


the 
Philippines 
that 
threatens) 


America, but the savagery that Theo- 
dore Roosvelt represents. Had Wil- 
liam McKinley, understanding the 
needlessness and iniquity of the war 
forced upon Spain, vetoed the decla- 
ration of congress and avowed hi* 
purpose of resigning his high office 
rather than to prostitute it by sub- 
servience to wrong, he would have 
made a niche in the world's panthe- 
on. Had John D. Long, a man of finer 
quality than the president, and in 
touch with the nobler sentiments 
which make his commonwealth ex- 
ceptional, paraphrasing the indig- 
nant response of Charles Stunner in 
fugitive slave days, 'I was a man be- 
fore I was a (slave) commissioner,' 
declared 
Massachusetts 
manhood 


more precious tban the secretaryship 
of the navy, and surrendered his 
portfolio, he would have occupied a 
place in her love and respect now 
forever lost. 


"Had Admiral Dewey, the one man 


in military life who, after dis- 
tinguishing himself, in his destruc- 
tive profession, refrained from self- 
laudation— had Admiral Dewey, in 
protest of the Philippine betrayal, re- 
tired from the quarter deck to pri- 
vate citizenship, rather than abet the 
outrage, the victory of Manila would 
have paled in comparison. 


"Political independence, however, 


has not been wanting, as is demon- 
strated by such veteran party adher- 
ents as Hoar, Boutwell and Edmunds 
—all honor to them. But we look in 
vain for a single Instance where an 
office has been sacrificed to principle.

BAKER'S MIND SADLY DIMMED. 


PAROLED MAN DOES NOT KNOW 


OLD FRIENDS. 


Long Confinement Has Nearly De- 


stroyed His Powers of Bec- 


ollection. 
i 


James Baker, who was recently pa- 


roled by Governor Mount, was in the 
city yesterday in charge of friends. 
Early in the eighties Baker was sen 
tenced to the Michigan City prison 
for the killing of Howell. and the 
seventeen long years of confinement 
there have wrecked his mind in a 
pitiable manner. 
It is nearly two 


weeks ago since through the govern- 
or's clemency Baker returned to 
Allen county, but in the people and 
surroundings once so familiar to him 
there is little now comes within the 
scope of his recollection or recogni- 
tion. 


A nephew, Seymour Baker, of 


Zanesville, went to the prison and 
brought his aged relative home, and 
it was hoped that the change of scene 
and conditions might in a measure 
improve the failing mental faculties 
of the unfortunate man. 
The years 


have borne heavily upon him, and 
today he bears little resemblance to 
the strong, rugged 
man 
behind 


whom the prison bars closed so many 
years ago. Baker is nearing 70 
years of age. 
To the clouded mind of the aged man 


freedom brings little satisfaction. 
He is restless and uneasy, and wants 
to be continually going—going, he 
knows not where. It is neccessary 
that somebody exercise almost con- 
stant watch over him, and it is prob- 
able that his friends will be com- 
pelled to make some other arrange- 
ments lor caring for him. Little 
or nothing in the scenes of his for- 
mer home or old friends appealed to 
the released man. Only for an oc- 
casional instant does some spark of 
recollection light up the scenes once 
familiar to him, and it vanishes as 
speedily as it came, leaving the past 
a dreary blank. 
He did not recog- 


nize his former home, nor his fam- 
ily. 
Wife and brother 
were 
as 


strangers to him, but he seemed for 
a time to faintly remember a sister. 
Of the affair which caused his in- 
carceration, little has been said to 
him, but it is evident that this cir- 
cumstance, too, has almost entirely 
faded from his memory. 
Years of 


confinement, indeed, made a pitiable 
wreck of the old man's mind.

WILD UNREST. 


SUCH IS REPORT IN LONDON. 


OTIS PRACTICALLY CONFINED 


TO MANILA. 


ARMY AT ILOILO HEMMED IN. 


CREW OF SATUBNUS SAID TO 


HAVE BEEN KILLED. 


London, Aug. 25. — The Labuaan 


correspondent of the Reuter Tele- 
gram cahles that reliable news re- 
ceived there direct from Manila, says 
that an indescribable state of an- 
archy prevails. 
The Americans, ac- 


cording to these advices, occupy a 
radius oC fifteen miles there; around 
the town of Illio they occupy a radius 
of nine miles, and around Cebu they 
occupy a small radius.

nando and burned August 2. 


WILL MAKE A PROTEST. 


Washington, Aug. 25. — The navy 


department has received a protest 
from W. F. Sylvester, of London, one 
of the owners of the ship Abbey, 
seized by Admiral Dewey on the 
ch.irge of carrying arms to the Fili- 
pinos. He states that he is about to 
come to Washington to contest this 
seizure on the ground that the Fili- 
pinos were the allies of the United 
States nt the time these arms were 
shipped. At the same time the state 
department, through Consul General 
Goodnow nt Shanghai, has prosecuted 
an inquiry Into the shipment of the 
arms, and a report is now before the 
department. Based on the report the 
state department is preparing a let- 
ter to the navy department which 
will be the ground for further pro- 
ceedings. The owners of the Abbey 
have counsel here to look after their 
interests nnd he has filed a number 
of papers at the state and navy de- 
partments, nnd called today to sub- 
mit documents in the case.

WROTE BORDEREAU. 


Rennes, France, Aug. 25. — The 
pening of the fifth session of the 
lird week of the second trial by 
ourt martial of Captain Alfred Drey- 
:us, of the artillery, charged with 


easou, occurred at 6:35 a. m. today 
ithout any extraordinary incident. 
The clerk of the court read n medi- 
al certificate signed by two doctors 
hose names were unknown to the 
udience, declaring it was impossible 
or Colonel Du Pnty de Clara to leave 
ils bed, come to Rennes and testify. 


Maitre Labori, leading counsel for 
he defense, asked the president of 
ic court, Colonel Jouaust, to instruct 
wo well-known medical men to ex- 
mine Du Paty de Clam, but Colonel 
ouaust refused. 


ESTERHAZY'S CONFESSION. 


Rowland Strong, an English news- 


mper man, was then called jo the 
itness bar and deposed to the fact 
mt Major Count Esterhnzy confess- 
d to him that he wrote the famous 
ordetenu. The next witness was M. 
obert, an expert of the Bank of 
ranee, who can claim the honor of 
eing the first man in France to have 
eclared in favor of Dreyfus. 
He reported, on examining the 
ocuments in the case, that Ester- 
azy, and not Dreyfus, wrote the 
lordereau. 


The witness opened his deposition 
ith n brief, personal statement, pro- 
esting ngainst being characterized 
a a "double expert" by the military 
arty. 


SYMPATHY FOR PRISONER. 
"But," h« ndded, in tones of pro-

A murmur of approyal from the 
udience greeted these words of sym- 
athy. 
M. Gobert then repeated the evi- 
ence he had given before the court 
f cassation. He gave his testimony 
n n clear, convincing manner nnd 
was most emphatic in attributing the 


orderenu to Esterhazy. 
Answering questions of the judges, 


M. Gobert declared his conviction 
hat the bordereau was written in n 
unning natural hand and said there 
was no tracing or other trickery. 


General Gonae asked to be confront- 
d with M. Gobert and put n number 
f questions, over one or two of which 
he witness stumbled to the infinite 
atisfaction of the military witness- 
s, who smiled and exchanged joyful 


M. BERTILLON'S SHOW. 


M. Bertillon, the noted anthropo-

Bertillon retired for a moment, re-

the stage as a roar of laughter echoed 
throughout the court.

A CURIOUS SCENE.

scene while M. Bertillon, whom th 
Dreyfusnrda, in the'tr most indulgen 
moments, described as a "dnngevou 
maniac," spent the three remainin 
hours of the session in explaining, 
unintelligible terms, his "infallih 
system" of proving Dreyfus was tl 


3 author of the bordeau. The mnjovit

leories, had left the court room.

In the meanwhile M. Bertillon,

and. sitting down, began copy- 


g the bordereau. 
The audience 


atched him, bent over the desk, 
usily drawing letters, the judges 
nzing at him, until at the end of 
n minutes the people and 
the 


udges became restlessly impatient 
nd Colonel Jounust remarked that 


wns not necessary to copy the 


hole bordereau and that n few lines 
ould suffice. 
A few minutes Inter Jff. Bertilon 
se, strode to the judges' table nnd 


aid before them his copy.

•oled by Governor Mount, wns in the 
city yesterday in charge of friends. 
Early in the eighties Baker was sen- 
tenced to the Michigan City prison 
for the killing of Howell, and the 
seventeen long years of confinement 
there have wrecked his mind in a 
pitiable manner. It is nearly two 
weeks ago since through the govern- 
or's clemency Baker returned to 
Allen county, hut in the people nnd 
surroundings once so familiar to him 
there is little now comes within the 
scope of his recollection or recogni- 
tion. 


A nephew, 
Seymour Baker, of 


Zanesville, went to the prison and 
brought his nged relative home, and 
it was hoped that the change of scene 
nnd conditions might in a measure 
improve the failing mental faculties 
of the unfortunate man. The years 
have borne heavily upon him. and 
today he bears little resemblance to 
the strong, rugged 
man behind 


whom the prison bars closed so many 
years ago.

M. Weill's statement, 
in substance, was that Esterhazy 
told him in 1894 that Dreyfus was 
innocent, but that this would not 
prevent his conviction, because he 
was a Jew.

ing the character of Colonel Pic- 
quart's former orderly, Savig-naud, 
who testified yesterday to posting 
letters in May and June, 1897, ad- 
dressed by the colonel to M. Schuer- 
er-Kestnor, the former vice president 
of the senate, who was prominent in 
obtaining a revision of the Dreyfus 
case. 


During the discusion Savignaud 


protested that he had been confound- 
ed with a bandsman of the same 
name who had a bad character. 


A former sergeant who was at one 


time employed in the war office, tes- 
tified to seeing Dreyfus copying the 
list of railroad stations mentioned 
in the plan of mobilization, to which 
Dreyfus replied: 


"It is true, but I copied the list by 


order of Captain Besse." 
(Sensa- 


tion.) 


The evidence of the handwriting 


experts followed. 


ASHAMED TO COMPLAIN. 


Iff. Gobert, after testifying to the 


facts published April 22 and April 
24, vehemently protested against the 
insinuation that he was nn interest- 
ed witness. He referred to the thir- 
ty years of service, during which he 
had reported on thousands of docu- 
ments and added, visibly affected: 


"I protest against the term 'inter- 


ested expert'" adding, turning to- 
wards the prisoner: "After all I 
have no right to complain when I 
look at this unfortunate man now be- 
fore you." 
(Great sensation.) 


The court closely followed M. Go- 


bert's exhaustive story of his exam- 
ination of the bordereau and his in- 
terview with Generals Mercier, De 
Boisdeffre and Gonse. 


M. Gobert asserted that the hand- 


writing of the bordereau was natural 
and fluent, but that it was almost 
illegible, 
whereas Dreyfus, 
even 


when writing rapidly, always wrote 
most legibly. 
The witness asked 


General Gonse if-an envelope accom- 
panied the bordereau, as he, M. Go- 
bert, wished to see what the writer's 
careful caligraphy was like, explain- 
ing that the address of letters is al- 
ways in a premier hand than its con- 
tents. 


PRESERVING A MYSTERY. 


General Gonse refused the request 


on the ground that the witness must 
not know the addressee. The general 
also refused to allow the bordereau 
to be photographed, alleging that if 
the war office photographers were al- 
lowed to photograph it all Parii 
would be acquainted with the bord- 
ereau the next day. 
(Laughter.) 


Thereupon the witness remarked: 
"General Gonse, this is a very in- 


teresting confession." 


M. Gobert then suggested that the 


work be entrusted to the prefecture 
of police, where M. Bertillon is the 
photographer. 


Until then, the witness also said, 


ha had never heard of M. Bertillon 
as a handwriting expert, saying he 
became an expert for this special oc- 
casion, when he was called in the war 
office. 
(Laughter.) 


GENERAL GONSE ENRAGED. 
. General Gonse, it appears from the 
testimony, was greatly enraged when 
he learned of the result of M. Go- 
bert's examination of the bordereau 
and visited the expert 
repeatedly 


The latter always insisted upon 
learning the name of the suspect. 


"It was not proper," said M. Go- 


bert, "for me to accuse anyone with- 
out being perfectly cognizant of the 
facts, especially in circumstances of 
so grave a nature. 
(Sensation.) 
I 


would not accuse anyone anonymous- 
ly, for to do so would be contrary to 
the law." 


Amidst laughter in court, the wit- 


ness described how, from an examin- 
ation of an official report on Dreyfus 
from which Dreyfus' name had been 
removed, M. Gobert had the malici- 
ous satisfaction 
of telling General 


' Gonse the name of the officer they 
wanted to arrest. 


It was after M. Gobert had refused 


to incriminate Dreyfus that M. Ber 
tillon was entrusted with the ex 
aniination of the bordeau, and, afte; 
few hours' study, M. Bertillon posi 
lively attributed the bordereau t< 
Dreyfus. 


HEARD NO MORE OF CASE. 
From that time forward M. Gober 


heard no more of the Dreyfus case 
He was not asked to submit a repor 
but described to the then minister o 
justice, K. Guerin, the circumstance 
in tho case. M. Guerin, continue 
tho witness, intimated that "thei 
were soldiers' affairs," which did no 
concern him! <*;s chief, of the civil ju 
diciary. 


Colonel Jouauat asked Kv Gober 


'or a more definite criticism of the 
bordereau, and the witness replied that 
he noticed certain similarities be- 
ween the handwriting of the border- 
:au and that of Dreyfus; but, he add- 
id, there were many important differ- 
inces which proved, to him that Drey- 
us was not the author of the border- 
au, and his opinion had since been 
on firmed, "because it was now prov- 
•d the bordereau was the work of 
Esterhazy." 
(Sensation.) 


ESTERHAZY'S WRITING. 


Replying to the court, M. Gobert 
;uggest?d that the judges compare 
he bordereau with a letter admitted 
6 be in Esterhnzy's handwriting and 
lated from Boueu, August 17, 1804, 
.nd with documents written by the 
irlsoner. "You will then unmistak- 
.bly recognize," M. Gobert added, 
'that the bordereau is in Esterhazy's 
mndwriting and not in the hand- 
writing of Dreyfus." (Great sensa- 
ion.) 
The witness, at this juncture, iden- 
ified the bordereau as the same 
rhich was submitted to him and he 
roceeded to point out the identity of

GONSE BREAKS IN. 


General Gonse asked permission to 
uestion M. Gobert and said: 


;Ih what army list did you look for

The general pointed out that this 
;st did not give the information 
aimed by M. Gobert. But, the latter 
,aintained that he had stated noth- 
ig but the pure and simple truth.

witness bar.

wards followed by four soldiers and 
a non-commissioned officer bearing 
portfolios, drawing boards and a var- 
ety of packages and paraphernalia, 
'hich were deposited on the plat- 
orm, to the amusement of the audi- 
ence. 
HIGH 
GRADE ABSTRUSENESS. 


M. Bertillon prefaced his evidence 


by saying his explanations would be 
understood only by a very limited 
number, and therefore, he asked the 
court to permit him to refer to docu- 
ments which he had brought, in ordei 
to make his evidence more 
in 


telligible. 
(Laughter). 


The specialist then unpacked pack- 


ages of photographs, plans, etc., ani 
another table was brought in to hold 
the mass of papers produced. 


In monotonous tones, M. Bertillon 


proceeded, in the manner of a school 
boy reciting a lesson, to demonstrat< 
technically how he reached the con< 
viction of Dreyfus' guilt, reciting 
the facts published April 22. 


THE EXPERT'S POINTS.

STUPIFIED THE PRISONER. 
Dreyfus appeared to be stupified by 


the comparatively incomprehensible 
jargon, and many of the audience left 
the court.

enunciated by M. Bertillon, in loud 
tones: 


"We clearly have before us a fabri- 


cated document. The one word al- 
ways rests upon the other, with a di- 
vergence of 1.25 millimeters and 2.5 
millimeters.

rhich is unnatural."

M. Bertillon continued his expla- 
ations and caused such a whirl in 
ie brains of his hearers that Colonel 
ouaust finally remarked:

1 did not hear the remark, but when 
it was repeated to me it was a reve 
iation, for, if; innocent, the won 
fabrication' would have delightec 
instead of frightened him." 


Dreyfus listened impassively

this tirade. The audience again be 
came animated when M. Bertillon an 
nounced that he would give a prac 
tical demonstration of how the bord 
ereau was fabricated by means of 
key word.

igns. Ail approximate' rendering of a single word can be made in Eiig-- 
ish spelling-, but that is the best that can be done. The nasal sounds have 
o English equivalent, and, where represented by the nearest rendering, 
ug,' the 'g' should not be sounded."
